Jacgmenr, (thd he agea pities us for our Ignorance, ) 
tnait we own there are, at Jeaft to us, untathomable 
depths in the Doétrine of Election, eve. and that we 
thak itan eafie thing to be miftaken in matters of that 
Nature. But however, thefe two tuings are clear to all 
good Chwriftians, that Geod Faith, and Good Life (which

“nifts as Preterders to Elinel*, Crafty Methodiils of Sa- 
“tanas an Angel of Lizot, whofe Root fhall be rottennels, 
©and their bloffom go up asthe Dut. In his Book he 
‘complains, ». 1. That caere’s a great Eclipfe fall’n up- 
‘on the Doctrine of rhe Galt Ll, tnat were 1a Manner 
*retuca'd ino Egy, the Doctrine of Ju/tifeation by 


* Vorks being brought into the room of Fu/ifcarion by 
‘Faith, only varnithed over with a proteffion of the 
* Proteftant Religton. P. 4. He ridicules his Aantagonilts 
ferious Proteftation, that he’s convinced by many Pray- 
ers, of the dangerous tendency of thele Errors, with that 
qucint, newand devout Proverb, In nomine Domini, Sec, 
aid compares it to the Heathen Scipio's going into the 
Capitol on pretence to confule with the Gods, whei- 
ever he wanted to Cajole the People, one half of 
which had we but writ againft the Dr. andhis party, 
we had bin Carnal Gofpellers indeed. He goes on p. 5. and 
owns, € There’s no Union to be between his own Party, 
‘and thofe of the contrary Opinion, becaute they don’t a- 
“gree in their Head Chrift, and what Communion hath 
* Chrift with Belial? and talks of their vailing themfelves 
‘underthe Vizard of pretended Holinefs. And yer the 
modejt Dr. has in the very next p. (the 6’tis ) che Brow 
to fall on his Antagonift both in Latin, Greek and Eng- 
lifs, tor not imitating our Saviour in meeknels and low!;. 
nels. Bids his Antagouifts beware of that place, Behold 
ve Vejpifers, with anugly @e. atthe end on’'t.—Talks of 
a certain zealous Neonomian taking his leave of ‘em ---His 
final leave dothey mean, or becaufe he was bury’d in a 
Church, do they never expect toy meet agen? But 
Mr. W. has {aid enough to em on that Head : All we thal! 
advance further, is, That ’tis a Sign the Old man is gene, 
and if twere not too fevere, wou'd add, That now eve- 
ry Afs can trample upon the Grave ot a Dead Lyon. Pag. 
7. He hastwo or three clofe touches on our Society, 
which we'll promile him to Jay up choicely till we have 
‘em all together.

He brands his Antagonift as 
a Selj-fujticiary, wanting a Confcientious regard to the 
Commands of God, and proves it by his writing that 
Book, which he hardly makesas ifhe anfwered, blames 
him agen for aVizird of Holinefs, and more than once, 
that his Book contains downright Immoralities : ‘ That
